Is the Cause. 


THK TROUBLE SPREADS. 


Strikers Meet to Organize a Union 
— Mail Handiefs Are Also Out 
—Situation Inteieatin^. 


T h e Missouri Pacific fast mail 
train w as ’ w a y off schedule S u n ­ 
day m orning, and this m orn in g it 
also cam e in one and one-half hours 
late. 
T u e delays were caused by a 


strike 
inaugurated 
at 
the union 
station in S t. Louis last F rid a y and 
w h ic h has not yet been settled. 
A 
refusal to gran t the b a g g a g e hand­ 
lers more p a y is the cause of the 


strike. 
A tte m p ts were made to en gage 
n e w men, but it w as only partially 


successful. 
V 
Th ursday the b a g g i g s handlers 
presented their demand and gave 
the terminal association until 12 *.30 
p. m. to consider it. 
T h e y asked 
for foremen $75 instead of $60 a 
month, and for porters $2 a day 


instead of $1.60. 
N ea rly all of the 
men met T h u rsd a y night, and de­ 
cided that the only course was to 
•trike. 
W h e n the T erm in a l asso­ 
ciation paid no heed to the demands 
about sixty 
men 
quit w o rk . 
A 
few remained, but b y n igh tfa ll all 
but six or eight 
had 
joined the 
strikers. 
# 
T h is m o rn in g’ s G lobe-D em ocrat 
h ad the f o l l o w i n g : 
T h e strike of 
b a g g a g e m e n and mail-handlers at 


union station has assumed greater 
proportions, and last night the sit­ 
uation w as worse than at any time 
since the trouble began. 
T o m ake 
matters still worse, at 7 o ’clock 
last evening most of the men em ­ 
ployed in the ch eck m g department 
w alked out. 
T h is happened at a 
time w hen the office was tilled w ith 
traveling men and other passengers, 
all clam oring to have their b ag gage 
checked. 
E a rly in the afternoon 
the fourteen checkm en presented a 
demand for an increase in salary 
from $65 to $7«; a month. 
A t 4 
o'clock 
the 
Term inal 
com pany 
agreed to meet the demand, but at 
7 o ’ clock, as the demands of the 
other strikers had not been met, the 
checkers quit w ork. 
It is claimed by the strikers that 
the com pan y 
has em ployed tw o 
men in place of every old man w ho 
quit, but that they are still unable 
to cope w ith the situation. 
T h e y 
declared that b ag gage from a C o t ­ 
ton B elt train, w hich arrived at 7 
o ’clock yesterday m orning, had not 
been unloaded 
at 9 o ’clock last 
night. 
T h ere has been no attem pt 
at violence of any kind, and none 
is anticipated. 
T o com plicate matters, tw o men 
w ho have had charge of the rail­ 
road business mail service at the 
station w a lk ed out last night w ith 
the striking checkm en. 
These men 
distributed all the mail for railroad 
mea, and their places can not be 
easily filled, o w in g to the w id e ac­ 
quaintance necessary. 
T h e scene in the b a g g a g e depart­ 
ment about 9 
o ’clock last night 
was indescribable. 
H u g e piles of 
trunks and grips were everyw here. 
T r a v e lin g men, ready to leave the 
city w ith their sample trunks, took 
off their coats and tried to assist in 
g ettin g 
their 
b a g g a g e 
properly 
loaded, w hile others looked help­ 
lessly 
on. 
Com bined 
w ith 
the 
usual S u n d a y traffic, the throngs 
of people returning home after the 
fair, 
theatrical 
com panies 
and 


others, the situation was decidedly 
interesting-. 
It is claimed by the «strikers that 
for the first time in years express­ 
men 
are 
allowed to go into the 
bag ga ge 
room 
and sort out the 
pieces they w ant, because the green 
employes are unable to handle the 
checks. 
It is said that although 
the traffic has more than doubled 
since union station was built, only 
nine yardm en have been em ployed 
to unload all baggage from incom ­ 
in g trains. 
T h is is the same num ­ 
ber that was em ployed ten years 
ago at the old union station. 
T h e 
number of checkm en and doormen 
has been doubled in that time. 
T h e strikers 
stated last 
night 
that they would organize a union 
today under the protection of the 
A m erican Federation of Labor. 


T h e strike m ay prevent m any mag-! 
n z i ne s and p e r i o d i c a l s f r o m c o m i n g 
out on time.
